TRAIN ON MONO-RAILWAY TO MAKE

Tho law passed by the lost Lcriskture 
of Wisconsin imposing a tax of ten centa a 
ton on ice shipped out of the state was de- 
clared invalid by-the Supreme Court in a 
decision handed down in the case of Henry 
Ross miller, an agent of the Knickerbocker 
company, -who shipped ice withoutohtain- 
iriga licenBe, was .arrested and convicted 
in the Circuit court. The Supreme Court 
reverses tbis judgment and orders his dis- 
charge. - 

. .The - opinion is written by the Justice 
Marshall and discusses at a considerable 
length the State'a ownership in public 
waters. The opinion says in part-, 

The state is a trustee of the title to the 
hikes, under a trust created before the Btate 
was formed, 1 ' to which . it was appointed' 
trustee by its ad mission to the Union. Tho 
state has no'such interest in tbe Inkes of 
navigable lakes that- it can treat tbe same 
as a subject for bargain and sate, or grant 
the same away to private owners under the 
guise of police powers or otherwise. 

Several authorities are cited to support 
tbe position taken, and the court continues: 

The title to the beds of such lakes is in 
the state, but not.for'its. own use aa an 
entity. The mere nbked legal title rests 
in the Btate, but the whole bVnificial use 
thereof is vested in the people of the state 
ns a class. The stale can no more appro- 
priate to itself that ice formed upon its 
navigable waters than! one person can 
rightly appropriate ' the property of his 
rmighbor against the la'tter's will and pasB 
the title.to bargnin and sale or otherwise" 
ton third parly. ... 

In conclusion the court says: 

It is a matter of keen regret that we are 
compelled to place the stump of judicial 
condemnation upon the work of co-ordinate 
branches of the government. That is tme 
■in any case;- but it is especially true here, 
since it turns' to naught a'Btrongly fortified 
supposedly new discovery of a "rich .source 
for adding, to the revenues. of the. state. 
. itis ^the^du ly $£.} beJ u ^i.eiory! to protect at 
all points the cbuf-'titutionAl rights of 'the 
peoplefrom legislative interference. Tbat 
duty must he performed without hesitation 
with firmness and with completeness, when 
ever the necessity therefore arises, or the 
blessings of constitutional liberty, its we 
understand tho sairie to exist, will won fade 
away. Tbe wisdom of the fathers 'in se- 
curing to the whole people the right to en-

ted as time goes on. The right is deemed 
to be so strongly, entrenched that alt assaults 
upon them must' fail. 

By tbe court: 'The judgment is revers- 
ed and the cause remanded to tbe trial 
court with directions todischarge the plain- 
tiff in error." 

There is no county in the state whose 
business interests will be bo directly affect- 
ed by the decision of the courts as Keno 
aha county. The decision of tbe court gives 
the big Chicago companies the right to 
continue in the development of their great 
industry in this county, arid as- a result of 
this victory for the company it is probable 
that within a few years every inland lake 
in this county will be dotted with icehouses 
and the harvesting of ice will become one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest indus- 
try .of the county. -

A good winter wheat crap Twill mean 
much for the south western railroads and 
for the entire stock list. Any adverse 
turn lu conditions calculated to cut tho 
wheat yield materially, would, It is be- 
lieved, have immediate depressing effect, 
especially In the stocks of those roods 
that hod to stand the brunt of the corn 
loss In last year's drought. To dote ev- 
erything Is propitious. The acreage Is 
larger this year thaa last, Abundunt 
rains have fallen, and In general the 
condition Is satisfactory.

Burt A. Magee, accused of causing the 
denth of three ot his own. family, was 
convicted of murder at "Wntsokn und 
sentenced to fourteen years lu the peni- 
tentiary. 

The crime for which- Mngec was con- 
victed wn» committed on Mny 2& ot Inst 
year nt the home of Mrs. Mury Ilorsh- 
ticrger, his motlicr-ln-law, four nnd n half 
miles from "Whtsckn. The house of Mrs. 
Hershberger wns burned down, and Mrs. 
Hcrshbergcr, Mrs. Hnttlc Mngee, wife of 
the man convicted, and Calvin Mngce, 
aged' 5, were found denS in the house 
arter the fire was put out, Burt A. ila- 
gec and his' 2-yenr-oId daughter escaped. 

Mugce ii'ssertod nt the time that- ho 
bad made "every effort to save his wife 
nnd tire two others who lost their lives, 
and for a tlnie* liis stntement, while 
doubled, was not* openly questioned. 
Lnter the insurance .companies becnino 
Interested lu the case and tlntly refused 
to believe anything Mngee snitl. Then 
rein lives of Mrs. Hershberger took dp 
the inquiry nnd swore out warrants for 
tbc nrrest of ^lagee for murder. 

Mngee applied for $10,000 Insurance^m 
the life of his wife in 1000. He had 
?2,000 on her, life In the Illinois . Life 
company, which lie permitted to lapse, 
He Immediately took out $2,000 on her 
life hnd bis own in the Fraternal Army 
of "'J'nrlorvllle, 111. He pntd assessments 
on Iwth on May 27, 1000. He applied to 
an officer for n way to secure the pny- 
nicut of Ids ivlfe/s policy tlie day after the' 
fircl ' 

Indictments were found against Magee 
(indihls case caiiie up for trlnl at tho De> 
cembor tcrtn of court, The Jury/after 
hearing" all iho evidence :obtalnablc : ! at 
the. time, "could not agree on a verdict,, 
and the case was Bet .for rctrinl. The 
verdict was a compromise, ns seven of 
the junirs were in favor of a life term 
in prison,

Allied People's Organization Formed 
by Delegates ut Louisville. - 
The Populists hnve a new name. As 
the Allied People's -party of the- United 
States^ a 'title formally adopted ut Louis- 
ville the other day, they expect to go for- 
ward until they _lmye united under ono 
banner n II the reform elements opposed to 
tlie Democratic nnd Itejuiljlieiiii -purlieu. 
The People's party and the Public 
Ownership party of St, Louis alone have 
formally joined the new organization, but 
thc.Pusioh Populists, the Socialists, the 
Referendum League, the Union Labor 
party, the Prohibition party imd the 
United Christian party hnd representa- 
tives present looking on at the birth and 
unofficially "promising Biipport, 

The convention was called Inst Septem- 
ber "to' unite reform forces a gainst plu- 
tocracy." About 230 delegates were 
present. One clement in the People's 
pnrty -was opposed to any concessions 
to tlie other reformers, but finally a pi tit- 
form was adopted which provides for all, 
though expressly rend inning Hie spirit 
of the platforms of tbc national convon-' 
tlons of the People's pnrty in St, Louis, 
Oinnhu nnd Cincinnati. 

TJiis pi nt form makes the demand for 
the- Initiative- a lid referendum tlie chief 
point it t Issue, holding that if this point 
could .be carried tbc remainder of the 
principles desired would follow us u mat- 
ter of course. 

The platform favors-the public owner- 
ship of nil public utilities; demniid.-t tliut 
land, Including all nut urn I resources, the 
heritage of tlie people, shall not be mon- 
opolized for* specula live purposes, and 
thnt alien ownership shall be prohibited; 
tliat all landa now held by railroads and 
other corporations -in excess of their 
needs or by aliens sbnUbc reclaimed and 
held for actual seltlcra only; Hint money 
sbnll be based upon tbc entire, wealth of 
the people of the. nation, and not redeem- 
able in any specific commodity, but bIiiiII 
be full legal tender for all debts, private 
and public, to be issued by the govern- 
ment only, nud without the intervention 
of indlvjdunls or corpora I Ions, eulliclent 
in quantity to meet the requirements of 
commerce, nnd thnt tuxnlton be just and 
tnilurnl. 

- It N also provides thnt the President, 
Vice President, Federal judges aud Sen- 
ators be elected by the people; that a 
eiiblnct office of the department of labor 
nnd equitable arbitration be estnbllBhedi 
that postal savings banks be established, 
nnd thnt such constitutional amendments 
be passed as may put Hie desired laws iu 
.effect. 

Chairman .T. A. Park ot'tbc Populist 
'National Committee, In urging that nil 
m'mor differences be laid aside, said that 
the platform adopted wns "the most un- 
assailable document ever prepared by a 
polltioabpurty," and denounced ns a .Tiidni 
I sea riot any man who "would nt tempt to 
obstiuct the work begun for mankind." 

OLEO BILL IS PASSED. 



Grand Jnrr Brands City Council wi 
Chafice of Infamy* ' 

Charges thnt startled :. St.": Louis "Jwct»V 
made by tlie' February grand 'jury, .which 
has been Investigating bribery: and official 
corruption In the Municipal Assembly, in 
Its final report to Judge 0> T ei)l Ryan. 

In this report a system of bribery and- 
corruption,. the extent of which, astounds 
St. Douis;-is laid bnre. 'Members of tho ' 
House of Delegates are charged witb-Le- 
ing of the lowest order of Intelligence, 
some without moral sense or ordinary 
reasoning power, some. combining a per- - 
verted sense of morality with the lowest • 
rorm of cu lining, groveling instincts^ arid_ 
sordid desires, Tlie report cites' instance 
after instance of huge bribes given and 
offered almost without effort at conceal- 
ment by the agents of corporations, espe- 
cially street car companies, for the pur- 
pose of securing franchises. 

Men high In corporation circles of the 
city, directors of street railroad- com- 
panies, men who are financial leaders, tlie 
jury says, have freely put, up money 
knowing It wns to be used to^purehnso. , 
franchises, and while some of these'jncu 
are beyond the reach of tho law because 
the evidence Is Insufficient to. convict' In 
a trial court, yet they are "morally con- 
victed and damned." The report declares' 
but a small proportion ot those who de- 
serve to wear f clou's stripes have been 
indicted. 

Three indictments already made public 
were returned. They were: Bribery, . . 
Robert M, Snyder; attempted bribery, 
Edward Butler; perjury, George. T. Ko-. 
husch. More indictments were found,- but 
they have not yet been made public, nnd 
mnny high ^street railway men, politicians 
and members. of tbc House of Delegates 
arc shivering with apprehension,. 

The report declares the people of St. 
Louis have but a vague conception of the 
extent to which corruption and veniallty 
have existed among the sworn officers 
and public servants for the last ten years. . 
It says the conditions existing now arc 
nlmost too appalling for belief. It says 
the evidence given showed that one city 
official opouly boasted that he mode $25,- 
000 a year out of an office with n $300 
salary attached. Another officer agreed 
to do an official net for $75,000 and af- 
terwords, when approached by a rival 
corporation, he nccepted $100,000 to. do 
the opposite of that which he ngreod to 
do for $75,000. One legislator received 
?o0,000 for his vote In. favor of a fran- 
chise, then returned the money, hoping 
to force the company to give" him more, 
and was finally forced to accept $5,000 as 
his share of the corruption fund. 

As a remedy for tbe present conditions 
In the Municipal Assembly the grand jury 
suggests that Urn members be chosen by 
the city at large. Tho payment of Hb-- 
end salaries is advocated in order that 
honest men cnu afford to serve the city 
in the Assembly.

DIE IN FOOTBALL PANIC. 
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Awful ItcBiiHa of the Collapse 
Grand Stand at O I oh cow, 
Five persons were killed outright and 
125 injured at lbrox Park, Glasgow, 
where the international football match 
between England and Scotland was play- 
ed. Twenty more of the injured will die. 
The disaster was caused by .the eollapae 
of 100 feet of one of the spectators' 
stands, precipitating thousands ot persons 
to the ground sixty fecUbdow, ■ A-ma- 
jority of the Injured suffered broken ribs 
and fractured limbs. 

When tlie game began 70,000 spectators 
were on the ground and nn Immense 
crowd bad gathered outside. Being un- 
able to obtain admittance this crowd 
broke down some of the barriers and 
swarmed upon the field, whereupon the 
police cbnrged nnd drove tho Intruders* 
hack upon tbc terraces and seats, with 
the result that the railings dividing tbc 
crowds were broken nnd thc_ people, were 
thrown over ench other. 

In the frantic struggle towards the ex- 
its the pressure toward the upper portion 
ot the westerly stands was so great that 
n hundred feet of the highest part of the 
structure collapsed under the welgbt- % of 
the crowd driven upon It, throwing a 
great mass of people to the ground below. 
' An Investigation into the, causes of tlie 
disaster shows that the breakdown of 
the stand had.beguii before the structure 
was subjected to its severest strain, and 
It Is now believed that the final collapse 
was caused more directly by the efforts 
ot those .nearest the limt break than by 
the additional weight of those who rush- 
ed upon the stand from below.

POLITICAL HISTORY 

Town election/passed off quietly. What 
liUleoppoaition there was made ilielf con- 
spicuous at and immediately after tho cau- 
cus; which proves that the caucus "is still 
equivalent to an election. . The city elec- 
tion is likely to sustain the republican can- 
didates selected at the primaries. These 
are an alderman in each ward. Some bad 
foaling is engendered by refusing the names 
of democrats on the regular ticket because 
they did not cast two per cent of the vote at 
the special election forjudge, a tew months 
since. Tho democrats failed to nominate 
any one. However, when the ti mo comes to 
select delegates for the senatorial and con- 
gressional convention to be held at Liberty- 
villa, there is likely to be a battle royal for 
support and supremacy of the respective 
tickets, and this ie next in order; - Already 
are intrigues with county candidates being 
in order to strengthen the individual can- 
didates ticket for the state legislature, and 
not altogether remote for a choice of U. S. 
senator. 

From daily reports all over the state this 
action is being sharply denned, and is pos- 
itive evidence that ths influence of state 
patronage enters into the question with 
much force and effect. This action was 
explained in a former issue of the News 
when Chairman Rowepf the state central 
committee's letter was issued. No fault 
can be found with an bouest ambition to 
aspire to any public office but is it fair to 
use the beneficiaries of state patronage and 
honors for individual friends at the expense 
of the party? It would be well if the ordi- 
nary voter could get up some aspirations 
of 'his own but such a course as the above 
is one of the cause? of apathy. Neither 
does such a course of conduct give the peo- 
ple a fair choice for a representative. It 
smacks lo much of selfish interest some 
where along the line and ought to be con- 
demned 

Looking back over nearly half a century 
of Lake county politics a most honorable 
record is discovered in regard to its officers. 
But very few have proven recreant to his 
trust, and in no case has the county met 
with a serious loss if any. ' 

A sheriff, treasurer or collector conibiiicd 
in the early history of the county, lost some 
state money between here and Chicago en- 
route to Springfield. Another sheriff lost

During these years Lake county was not 
short in its record in comparison with more 
pretentious counties, as to the ability .of 
its representatives in the state legislature. 
Among the first was Deacon Swan, of Frea- 
mont. Ho was a member at the time of 
adoption of the state constitution in 1848. 
He was also a member just previous to the 
civil war. He did splendid work at tho 
time for the Union cause. A man of great 
farce of character, a powerful speaker and 
on upright citizen. Tn those days he was 
one of the llrst men lo take the side of the 
Union against slavery, and U10 county and 
state was honored by his stalwart services 
on that momentous occasion. Others fol- 
lowed who held their own some of whom 
rose to the speakers chair Col. James of 
Highland Park and E. M, Haines, of Wan* 
kegim. No small eivmt in the history of 
our great state especially of Lake county 
With outgrowing importance and pop 
illation the time is near at hand when our 
people send to Springfield a representative 
who is capable of demanding and command 
ing such interests ns an intelligent and 
progressive people require. While Senator 
Mason was not at tbe time of bis election 
to U. S, Senate from Illinois a resident, 
stilt it was such a recent removal from our 
city and county that we lay claim to his 
citizenship. R is extremely radical man 
that does not approve of his services to the 
state and nation and. more particularly to 
many individuals of this county.

"The steel frnmo work In iiinny ot the 
big buildings in the ■business district of 
Chicago "Is corroding, junking them very 
dangerous. It is only a question of a 
Tew years when these buildings will fall 
to the grodnd," 

This statement was made by General 
William Sooy Smith nt the 35th annual 
dluner of the Chicago Ileal Estate Board, 
lie added that "the steel framework of 
some of the sky scrapers *ls in tho condi- 
tion stated is nothing short of n public 
outrage." 

- "The steel frame work imbedded in 
concrete will Inst 2,000 >;eurB," he sn!d; 
"hut the steel frnmc work in many of 
the big buildings Is left free to the action 
of the air and gnses -which circulate 
through the space nbout the nfecl. 

"The oru'iiers of these structures liavc 
the steel pointed with oil. This oil will 
withstand the corroding process about 
three years. Then begins the corroding 
of the steel i nnd within n few years your 
skyscraper will full." 

'The speaker said thnt the elevated road 
structure would not wlthstnnd the corro- 
sion, no asserted that within ten yenra 
It will bo dangerous und within twenty 
years out of service. The corrosion of 
one; fifth of, thickness of the steel frame 
works of the structures, ho said, will 
render them incapable of benring their 
own weight. ,

Discussion of the oleomargarine bill 
again occupied most of Wednesday In the. 
Senate. Bills were passed authorizing 
the appointment ot John Busscll Bartlctt 
as a rear admiral on the retired list of the 
navy, transferring a lot In Woodland 
Cemetery to the City of Qulncy, HI., and 
extending the time for prescutatlon uf 
claims to reimburse the Governors of 
States nnd Territories for expenses in- 
curred by them In- aiding the United 
States to raise nnd organize nn army In 
the' war with Spain to Jan. 1, 1003. Sev- 
enty-one private pension bills were also 
passed,. In the House the sundry civil 
appropriation bill was paused, making the 
eighth of the regular annual supply bills 
-which has passed nt this session. Ualy a 
j?ew : unimportant amendments were at- 
tached to it.' After It was disposed of 
debate on t lie revenue cutter bill; was re- 
sumed. Messrs, Sutssor (New Yofit), Bel- 
lamy (North Carolina), Ryan (New York), 
Lesslcr'(New York) and Goldfogle (New 
York) spoken for the measure, and 
Messrs.. Loud (California) and Cruiu- 
packer (Indiana)- against It, Mr. Loud 
said, he was opposed on principle to retire- 
ment with pay of employes of the govern- 
ment. Had he been a member of Con- 
gress when the law was enacted for the 
retirement or naval or army officers he 
would have antagonized it. 

The Senate devoted the entire day 
Thursday to discussion nf the plcomar- 
gariac bill, which was passed by a vote 
of 30 to 31. The Chinese exclusion bill 
was made the unfinished business. In 
the House the Senate hill to promote the 
clHelency-of the, revenue cutter service 
passed by a _ vote of 135. to d0. This op- 
ponents of the measure touch t it to the 
'last ditch. At the very end they attempt- 
ed a filibuster, but were swept aside by 
the overwhelming majority hi favor of 
the measure. The discussion occupied 
the entire session, 

Consideration of the Chinese exclusion 
bill was begun in the Senate, on Friday. 
Mr, Mitchell of Oregon made the open- 
ing speech. He pointed out what he 
deemed ;to. be the necessity for the exclu- 
sion of Chinese laborers and elaborately 
nnalyzed the bill. He snid It had benn 
constructcd on the basis of existing law, 
in the light of experience and of the. de- 
cisions of the courts. While its provisions 
were drastic, the bill, lie said, In some re- 
spects was more liberal than the Geary 
act;' During the consideration of the 
Chinese bill Minister Wu wns in the dip- 
lomatic gallery. and took a lively interest 
Id the proceedings. The Indian, appro- 
priation bill was under consideration for 
a time, but was not completed. In the 
House the Chinese 'exclusion bill occu- 
pied most of the session. No opponents 
of the general principle of exclusion ap- 
peared, but members weref divided In 
their support of the two bills presented. 
Messrs. Hitt (111,),- Perkins (N. Y,), and 
Adams (Pa.) supported the majority hill 
nnd Messrs. Clark (Mo.), Kalm (Cat.) and 
Naphen (Mass.) spoke for the miriurily 
substitute. Congressman Sulzer (N, Y.) 
introduced a resolution asking the Secre- 
tary of State for such information ns he 
could give, not Incompatible with public 
interests," regarding the charges about"- a a 
alleged British war camp uear New Or- 
leans. . ,

After passing the Indian appropriation 
bill consideration of the Chinese exclu- 
sion bill was resinned in the Senate on 
Saturday, occupying the rest of the ses- 
sion. A bill to supply additional urgent 
deflclcacy appropriations, carrylns $200,- 
007, waB reported from the committee on 
appropriations nnd passed, The usual ex- 
ecutive session preceded adjournment. In 
the House debnte upon the Chinese ex- 
clusion bill occupied the entire day. Mr. 
Taylor (Ohio) from the committee on elec- 
tions presented the report on the Hortmi- 
Bntier contested election case from the 
Twelfth Missouri district, wl^ch declared 
the seat vacant. The mi aority-. members 
were given .three weeks within which to 
die their views. 

*:— ;- 

Discussion of the conference report on 
the war revenue lax reduction bill occu- 
pied most of Monday la the Senate. The 
report, which removes the tax on bucket 
shops, the chief bone of contention, was 
adopted by a vote of 30 to^O. . A bill 
was passed appropriating $55,000 for a 
public bulldhig at Sterling, III. ' Conwd- 
eration of thc'Chinese exclusion bill was 
then resumed. Mr. Simmons said he ex- 
pected to vote for the bill, but was re- 
luctant to do bo, especially, because the 
cotton manufacturers of his Stntc and of 
theT South generally were appealing 
against its enactment. They Tear, he 
said, that It. will lead to retaliatory, action 
on the part of China and that their mar- 
ket In, the Orient might be checked If not 
destroyed. He explained tliat he' did not 
agree with the cotton manufacturers and 
therefore, as people of the I'aciiic coast 
*itnd other, sections were demanding the 
pasiagc of the bill, he would vote for It. 
The hill was read at length and then the 
Senate adjourned. In the House the 
Chinese exclusion hill was passed after 
several amendments we're "adapted, the 
conference report on the ivnr>evcuue lax 
reduction bill was accepted and the Sen- 
ate bill extending the charters of iiaiiunul 
banks twenty years wns .paused.

Tbo Territorial Government Reports 

Show RcbuHb lteyond Belief.' 
. Region, Asslnlbola, Canada, January 
10.— At Llie Agricultural Statistics 
branch -of the Department of Agricul- 
ture for the Territories, reports are 
now being received from grain thresh- 
ers throughout the Territories for sta- 
tistical purposes. The reports are some- 
what delayed' this year, owing to tho 
extensive crop and the delay In getting 
it threshed. Tho Department of Agri- 
culture Is leading the way in a new de- 
parture, in regard to the collection of 
crop statistics. In the older provinces, 
crop estimates are based entirely on 
the opinion of persons interested In the 
grain .business who ought to be, and no 
doubt "are, well posted upon tbc^prob- 
able yields. Still the reports are sim- 
ply a matter of opinion, la which a 
mistake may easily be made. The.Ter- 
rltorlal Department, however, has 
adopted the system of returns of crops 
actually threshed, upon which to base 
their reports. The accuracy of the 
reports* cannot, therefore, be gainsaid, 
for they represent a compilation of ac- 
tual threshing results. In this connec- 
tion, It might be mentioned that the 
department Is organizing a system of 
■growing- crop returns, which will be 
In operation next summer. The In- 
formal ion thus obtained, with esti- 
mated acreage, will be available-Tor 
business men, banks, railway com- 
panies, and other Interests which have 
to discount the future in mnklug pro- 
vision for the conduct of their busi- 
ness. 

The crop reports already to band 
show Borne remarkable cilscb of ab- 
normal development. In the Rcglna 
district, many returns are' given of 
crops of wheat running from forty to 
forty-five bushels to tho acre. 

J; A. Snell, of Yorkton, threshed 28,- 
000 bushels of oats from 450 acres, an 
average of 03 bushels per acre for a 
large acreage. 

W. R. Motherwell, of Abernethy. 
threshed 2,050 bushels of wheat from a 
BO-acro Held, an average "of OS-bushels 
per acre. 

In the Edmonton District, T. T. 
Hutch lugs threshed 728 busbsli of 
wheat from a 10-nere plot, an average 
of nearly 73 bushels per acre, 

S. Norman threshed 0,050 bushels of 
oats from 60 acres of laud, an average 
of 110 bushels per acre. 
- Tho publication of the actual yields 
of grain threshed will likely open the 
eyes of the people to the great capabili- 
ties of the Western Canadian prairies,

A resident of New York fetches back 
with hint from a visit in Australia 
the story of 11 moat startling lake. 

LakO qeoree. the largest lake of New 
South ''Wales, Australia, has no out- 
let except evaporation. For a series 
of years the brooks that tumble down 
the mountains which edge the lake 
may steadily con tribute to It a larger 
quantity of water than Is evaporated 
from Its surface. 

Then the lake steadily rises. The 
water pushes north and south until tbe 
lake Js twenty-one miles or more in 
length, with a width nf seven or eight 
miles. 

For another series of yearsilhe water 
brought by the brooks may be steadily 
smaller than the quantity evaporated. 
Then- the lake begins to fall, shrink- 
ing In a few years to half Its former 
dimensions, thia process . going on 
sometimes till Lake Uedrge .entirely 
disappears except, roiv- a row water 
holes In the lowent parts of." Its bed. 
The Jake was in Hood during 1891, ex- 
tending north, anil aouth for twenty- 
one miles with a depth of twelve feet. 

Twice Jri the lost century thousands 
of sheep and cattle were pastured on 
large areas now covered wltb water. 
rTfaey were thp. moat numerous repre- 
sentatives there of the larger forms or 
animal life Just as dtdi and water fowl 
are to-riay.- 

Tho cabins of the stock raisers or 
equatters. as they were called, were 
scattered over the meadows. Veg- 
etables were rataed-and patches of 
wheat. So little waa" known of LAke 
George In those days" tjiat the. herders, 
really had a feeling of security and 
permanency, but the day came when 
the rising water swished around the 
cabins, drowned some of the stock, and 
drove the squntters to the highlands. 
-Everybody knows now that the bed 
of Lake George offers a very uncertain 
tenure to setUera. Whea ILxomes In- 
to view again perhaps no attempt will, 
be made to utilize It on so larg'a a 
' scale as was one Inthe 30'b and iD's of 
the last century. * - 

The lake lies at the tower end or a 
basin go walled In by mountains and 
hills that the drainage into it has uu 
chance to escape to the sea. It wad 
long before this fact was discovered. 
Some early maps show Lake George 
as the probable source of a small river 
known on the coast, but a careful sur- 
vey Anally revealed the fact that not 
a drop of water escapes from the basin 
except to the clouds, 

The native blacks have always re- 
garded It with superstitious dread. 
When they piloted the first exploring 
party to the lake in 1820' (the first 
reports of Its existence came from the 
blacks In 1818). a splendid sheet of 
water was found. 

' The whites were first perplexed and 
then amused by the stories the natives 
told .them. It wSs years before It was 
discovered that the natives bad been 
trying to tell, In their Imperfect way, 
of phenomena that mystified tbein, ' It 
all seemed' very uncanny to the poor 
blacks, who feared tbe laka'snd usually 
avoided It. <,_'■ 

Since 1849. the lake has never been 
.wholly dry. -It. varies much In size, 
sometimes being only eight to ten 
miles long- and- four to six feat deep 
and then swelling again to its largest 
proportions. At times' i.one may drive 
on dry land across a. part of the lake 
where a few years later there are ten 
ortwelve feet. of water. 

For .nine years atter 1855 a farmer 

used the narrow, northern' part of tbe 

lake as a cattle run, cultivating at tbe 

" same, time about ten acres of wheat-a 

■year'; fifteen feist V water^eovered this 

. part i'of. the; lake In 1876. - . ."

His en- 
emy got In, but his expenses were in- 
finitely heavier than they otherwise 
would have been, so Lis rival subsi- 
dized a paper, In which he UBed i.o 
malign tbe other's public work, and 
ended by getting him "black-balled*' 
from a political club. And the causa 
of tlilB expensive revenge was nothing 
more than a trifling quarrel' over a 
one-acre field.
